Thoro has not been an i 
dotted or a t crossed on those sheets by 
me since the day of tho sale, and I have 
never looked at them from the day of 
the sale until last Friday, The land 
clerk checked up your auditor’s re turns 
of the sale with my sheets and if tie had 
found any discrepancy he would have 
reported it to me. 
Within the past 
wTeek I have myself compared the mem­ 
orandum kept by me with your auditor’s 
entries in the sales book and found no 
discrepancy, except as to names. Of 
course, certificates are often issued to 
parties other than those who bid at the 
sale. 
But I have no apologies or ex­ 
planations to offer; none are necessary. 
The records speak for themselves. In 
all land sales my memorandum governs. 
Were ‘it otherwise there would bo no 
sense in the State Auditor holding sales, 
At almost every .sale of land some one is 
disgruntled; some* one imagines he has 
been wronged; and often times the county 
auditor’s returns do not agree with 
mine. 
In such cases the purchaser 
must pay what my memorandum shows 
he should pay, or the sale is cancelled. 
But 
your 
county auditor’s 
returns 
agreed with my memorandum, save in a 
few’ minor details, and in the names of 
purchasers. 
And Fleming, the idea of 
me entering into collusion with Mr.

all land sales my memorandum governs. 
Were *it otherwise there would bo no 
sense iii the State A uditor holding sales, 
At almost every salo of land some one is 
disgruntled; some one imagines he has 
been wronged; and often times the county 
auditor’s returns do not agree with 
mine. 
In such cases tho purchaser 
must pay what my memorandum shows 
he should pay, or the sale is cancelled. 
But your 
county auditor’s 
returns 
agreed with my memorandum, save in a 
few minor details, and in the names of 
purchasers. 
And Fleming, the idea of 
me entering into collusion with Mr.
